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Key Takeaways From 6/24 Guidance

* Funds may be used to satisfy non-federal matching requirements under the
CARES Act, if FEMA approves subject to restrictions of the Stafford Act

* An application for assistance doesn’t have to be submitted by recipients of funds,
however issuing governments must make sure assistance is necessary and
satisfies all requirements of the CARES Act

* Non-profits may be used to distribute assistance

* Fund payments may be used to remarket the recipient’s convention facilities and
tourism industry

* Fund payments may be used to provide assistance to farmers and meat
processors to expand capacity, such to cover overtime for USDA meat inspectors

* The entire payroll cost of an employee whose time is substantially dedicated to
mitigating/responding to COVID-19 is eligible for Fund payments



Key Takeaways From 6/30 Guidance

e Clarifies/further defines previous guidance on:
* Necessary expenditures incurred due to the public health emergency

* Costs not accounted for in the budget most recently approved as of March 27,
2020

* "Reporting shall end with either the calendar quarter after the COVID-19 related costs and
expenditures have been liquated and paid or the calendar quarter ending September 30, 2021,
whichever comes first."
